FIRST POSTAGE STAMPS 



The adhesive postage stamp had Its : 
origin in England seventy-four years ' 
ago as a direct outcome of the postal , 
reform introduced ^ Sir Rowland | 
Hill, whose master-mind created not 
only the estimable boon of penny 
postage stamp. At the time of the 
was carried into effect— the adhesive 
opstage stamp.

of all adhesive postage stamps. i 
For three short years Great Britain ; 
enjoyed a monopoly of the novel and , 
handy method of collecting postages, 
until, in July, 1843, the enlightened ■ 
Km pi re of Brazil followed suit with a 
series of unprepossessing adhesive la- 
bels of native manufacture, adorned . 
with large numerals of value in place j 
of a design.

Argument Against Increasing Weight

. • Txtrtmeiit of the general govern- 
meat to transport parcels without 
>veiph: limit, or, if limited to fifty 
pounds, is a great economic problem 
not Cf-.-y of solution . 

The question is asked, "would it be 
a calamity to have a wasteful and ex- 
pensive agency driven out of business 
by a more economical one?" "Would 
it be disastrous for business to have 
products moved more cheaply?" This 
diaposes of the matter in a very sum- 
nary way. But where the logic ?The 
iUttwmt ia an implication that post- 
ofllee iiipaitiiiil earn 4o this parcels 
post business nore cheaply than the 
express companies Bat ao argument 
is adduced to prove it. That the gov- 
erunitnt produces anything or per- 
forms any service for the public 
cheaper than individuals or private 
corporations is open to grave doubts. 

The express companies are now un- 
der O.f^ supervision of the inttfltale 
commerce commission. 

This is a department of the general 
governiDient created by law to regu- 
late traaaportation. Is it fair to the 
czpiesa companies for another depart- 
mcBt c€ tiw gprcmuBt to enter into 
the same kind of transportation bus- 
iness at a l e as er rate than that ap- 
proved by the interstate commerce 
commission for these companies? 

To my mind this is a sane question. 
These companies have vested inter- 
ests ar.d the government should un- 
dertake to protect these interests, 
rather than to destroy them. If it be 
argued that these express companies 
l.ave i jH right to enter into competi- 
tion with the government's rate, it 
may easily be assumed that these 
companies' will gladly undertake to do 
#hi» , ft the postofBce department shall 
make a rate that will cover all costs 
lor servioe, Ifcrhndiag wmdk interest on 
the cost o( the vast avrfpment devot- 
ed to this Mnrtea, tha Interstate 
Commerce Commtaahm rimll #ecide 
these companies are entitled to on 
their invested capital. 

Tlie*€ companies have been taxed 
for these government owned postoffi- 
ces and equipment used in this trans- 
portation service, and it does not 
seem fair to them that the power of 
the government through the postoffice ' 
departamat should be used for their 
avcfthrwir. 

rgrtharmore, the people— other 
^liay thoin who make u^a oC this 
transpoftafton aenrlc^— have a right 
to a voice fn this matter aad to demur 
to taxation to make up for losses in- 
curred on this scheme of transporta- 
tion. 

Moreover the patrons of the service 
have no right to, nor are they de^ 
manding a rate that shall not be com- 
mensurate with the service rendered 
and that shall fully compensate the 
govemment. 

When it is understood tliat t'ne fiov- 
ernmcnt does not operate the post- 
olfice department for profit, and 
assuming that the department can 
ye tlS mm this service as cheaply as the 
exptese companies can, then it is 
clearty eirWent that the express com- 
panies caaaot maintain themselves in 
this unequal contest; for they must 
have a profit if they are to remain 
in business. 

Tl'.e only hope open to the compa- 
i.ies now is that their patrons will in 
cons iiie rat ion of heiier service than 
orfcr* ' h.v li.e government and the 
iiidemr.itv feature of the service, be 
willing to pay such rate as the Inter- 
State Commerce C ommission shall de- 
cide they are entitled to. 

I am informed by one of the local 
companies that scarcely more than 
twenty-five per cent, of incommir and 
oatgoing freight weights over tifty 
pounds. Mveh of this weight of fifty 
pounds or less eonld be as well trans- 
ported bv the parc^ post, and if at 
an arbitrary price teed by law, less 
than the express companies can afford 
to carrv. then we may logicaUy in- 
clude that it will go that way; th«i 
if later on the weight limit is extend- 
ed to one hundred pounds, there will 
be littl" left for the express compa- 
nies to do: so little in fact that the 
business would not be remunerative. 

If it is the settled policy of the 
government to extmd the parcels post 
facilities, then will need the same 
CttcUities that th« express companies 
now have in servic?. 

Why not then take over these facil 
ities rather than to duplicate them 
and thus save the graat lotiB that must 
necessarily foUmr if forced ont of 
business. u k« 

It occurs to me that it would be 
ju.-^t as unfair to these companies to 
force mem out of business by the 
power of general government aad at 
the expense of the people, as It would 
to the railroads to build parallel lines 
tliroughout the country by taxing the 
people, and then by 
that would put the 
business. ^ , 

Means for the speedy and cheap 
transportation of small parcels to ev- 
ery part of the country is a public 
nocoertfT Where such means do not 
new esiet or fim inen«cient t^e gov- 
ernment may pfnpnHr supply thern^ 
But where the goiremment can gne 
neither better nor cheaper service 
than the agenctes bow vroffide, rum- 
ous compeUUon is unjustifiable. 

Bv cheaper service is meant ser- 
\ ice at no more cost to the JJ*^*®- 
and this to my mind is the eesenco of 
the whole proposition. 

•MTrft tlu' oa reels post service Is a 
to-eat convenience to people through- 
out the country served by the rural 
■uul oarrierb cannot be doubted. But 
Without special equipment only small 
^fP^ia of small value can be cheaply 
SSttMl and the service should be 
confined to this. 

IHbm the govemment assumes nc 
UaMUty for loss or damage and hat 
no acoonatlng to make on these small, 
IniiipeMln parcels, aa economic sav- 
i^ Is poulUe. But whea larger and 
more expensive articles are admitteo 
to the mails, there to need for proper 
accounting, and more elaborate equip 
ment, and then it is doubtful if the 
govmnmeat ean perform the servioe 
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than the existing 



at a lesser cost 
agencies. 

There is another feature of this 
parcels post service that may well 
have the thoughtful consideration of 
all of our people; /or it threatens a 
partial if not oomplato revolution of 
existing commercial relations. 

The year 1913 saw an extension of 
the mail order business of the coun- 
try of not less than twenty million 
dollars. l*robably much more. And 
the parcels post contributed largely 
to this enormous business. As these 
mail order houses are located in the 
largest cities of the country, it trans- 
fers this immense traffic from more 
than two thousand country stores do- 
ing business in excess of ten thousand 
dollars. Furthermore it diverts the 
same business from the ordinary 
channels of distribution through the 
jobber, to these same retail sUwes 
now located la every Jobbing center 
throughout the codntry. 

If the govemment is fully compen- 
sated for the cost of this service and 
in addition a margin of profit suffici- 
ent to suitably reward private capital 
engaged in a like carrying business, 
and it is then found to be an economic 
factor in distribution, it would seem 
that the revolution or evolution 
should go on. 

If, however, tlie government per- 
forms this service as a whole or even 
in part, at the expense of the people, 
then wfentt Is anybody wronged if 
by the Mctension of this service the 
present channels of dtstrlbnCion are 
disrupted and J ob b er s aad retailers 
alike are driven o«A oC baslneae as are 
the express eanspmyee being drlvea 
out now? 

This is an economic question of 
such import, that it should demand 
the serious consideration of every 
student of economics in the country. 

And for the present 1 believe the 
Postmaster General should wait any 
further extension of the weight limit, 
until he can be sure that the depart- 
ment can demonstrate its ability to 
prt^arly and economically care for 
the boslness that will come to it un- 
der his recent orders.
